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MARQUIS MUNICIPALITY 
WINS IMPORTANT CASE 


Hardwick Brothers to Pay 
(920.09 in Taxes for 
Grazing Lands 

Hia lordship Justice Simmons 
delivered judgment in an unus¬ 
ually interesting case on Thurs¬ 
day last The case was that of 
the Marquis Municipality vs. 
Hardwick Brothers,in which the 
plaintiff sued the defendants for 
taxes on their tract of grazing 
land within the municipality; the 
west half of 14. sections 15.16.21 
22 and 23. the west half of sec¬ 
tion 24, the northeast of 26, sec¬ 
tions 28,33.34 and 35,all in town¬ 
ship 17 range 21 west of the 4th 
meridian. The taxes claimed 
were: , 

General Municipal tax, $360.20 
School tax. 1914, 159.60 

Hail tax, 1014. 260.80 

Educational taxes. 1912. 

1913, 1914, 76.52 


The defendants argued that 
they held the land under a graz¬ 
ing lease from the Dominion Gov¬ 
ernment, and under section 125 
of the British North America 
Act it should be exempt from 
taxation. The defendants also 
contended that the school taxes 
were not due the municipality 
and the municipality had no 
power to sue for school,' educa¬ 
tional or hail insurance taxes. 

His lordship, after quoting 
statutes and cases in support of 
his finding gave judgment for 
the plaintiff in the foregoing 
amount with interest at the rate 
of 5 per cent., making a total of 
$920.09. 

The case is one of importance 
as there are thousands of acres.

Arthur R. Bond, of Eastway, 

Received Fatal Fall While 
Trying Out Colta

We regret to report the death 
of Arthur R Bond, the well- 
known rancher, of Eastway, who 
died at his home at one-thirty on 
Wednesday morning, June 14th, 
from injuries received in an acci¬ 
dent on the previous Sunday. 

The accident took place while 
he and Mr. P. G. Hunter were 
trying out some young colts at 
Mr. Bond’s ranch. Both Mr. 
Bond and Mr. Hunter were mount 
ed when the colt which the latt¬ 
er was trying out took fright and 
dashed down a narrow lane, the 
colt on which Mr. Bond was 
mounted following. At the end 
of the lane was a wire fence.Mr. 
Hunter's colt managed to break 
through it, taking the top wire, 
but Mr. Bond's colt tripped over 
the remaining wires and fell, 
turning a complete aomeraalt, 
with Mr. Bond underneath. When 

E icked up he was unconscious. 

Is was immediately taken to 
his house and Dr. Carson,of Vul¬ 
can sent for. Dr. Learmont of 
High River was also in attend¬ 
ance, and on Monday afternoon 
performed an operation to re¬ 
move a clot of blood from the 
brain. The operation, although 
easing the patient considerably, 
did not restore consciousness, 
and he died on Wednesday morn¬ 
ing at half past one. 

Arthur Rowley Bond was born 
at Digbv, Nova Scotia, in 1876. 
In 1896 he came to this country 
and settled at Eastway. In J907 
he married Miss Overstay, who 
came from Black burn, Lancashire 
England. He leaves a widow 
and six children. Mr. Bond’s 
other relations in the west are 
James Bond. High River, who 
was at Eastway during hia bro¬ 
ther's last illness; George Bond, 
Bassano; J.W.H. Bond, Vulcan; 
Francis Bond, Edmonton, bro¬ 
thers; and Mary Bond/ Vancou¬ 
ver. B.C., and Mrs. M. P. Mar¬ 
shall, Eastway, sisters. 

Mr. Bond has always been a 
public spirited citizen and has 
figured largely in public life of 
his district At the formation of 
the Marquis Municipality he was 
elected to the council and has 
been on it to his death, being 
Reeve until this present year. 

The interment will take place 
at High River cemetery on Fri¬ 
day.

FLORENCE WARDEN 


A Greater Output en the Clyde la llr> 
gently Needed 

Arthur Hendereon. president of the 
board of education, who La also chair¬ 
man of the national advisory commit¬ 
tee on war output, addressing a con¬ 
ference of the Clyde shipwright work¬ 
ers. uttered a grave warning concern¬ 
ing the necessity of doing better than 
tbay have yet done if the British mer¬ 
cantile fleet Is to be maintained at the 
proper strength to support the extra* 
ordinary demands to support it. 

"During the eariy days of the war," 
he aald, "in order to assist the navy, 
labor was transferred from merchant 
shipping until It waa practically 
brought to a standstill. But 1 want 
to Impress upon you that we can no 
longer afford to neglect the conatruc- 
tion of merchant ships We have to 
remember that the enemy !a boasting 
of the success of hie submarine pol 
icy, and there are other factors con¬ 
tributing to the pressing demand for 
an increase of shipping tonnage. The 
president or the board of trade has 
told me*how needful it la that avery- 
thlng possible be done to secure the 
rapid delivery of shipping now under 
construction. To assure this two 
things are absolutely necessary. 

"The employment of skilled men 
must be strjctly limited to lhat class 
of work for wbicn their special skill 
Is essential and which cannot be per¬ 
formed by men of lesser skill or by 
women, and all workers must be tnaue 
to feel that their full lime In whole¬ 
hearted service Is Indispensable in 
winning the war." 

Mr. Itetderson referred to the 
grave concern caused to the admiral¬ 
ty by the failure of men to work full 
lime. In one Clyde area alone, out 
of a total of 152,000 hours, no leas 
than 16.700 hours were thus loet Ho 
concluded with an appeal to the or 
galzed workmen to realize the na¬ 
tion’s need and do tbelr best. 


Hon. J. L. Hazsn Tells of Work of the 
Naval Department 

What the navy, hurriedly reconsti¬ 
tuted on the outbreak of the war. has 
done for Canadian defence, waa dis¬ 
cussed in the commons. Hon. J. D. 
listen recently told of the depart¬ 
ment's activities since the ombres* 
of the war. The Kalubow had been in 
constant service, protecting commerce 
on the British Columbia coast. The 
Niobe on the Atlantic had done noble 
service until September last, when It 
was found lhat owing to her con¬ 
tinual cruising extensiva repairs were 
necessary. Consequently she had been 
lied up, the crew ^>sid off, and the 
cruiser was used principally for train 
log purposes since then. 

The two submarines purchased in 
Seattle had been actively employed 
In the defense of the British Columbia 
coast. The ice breaker Earl Grey 
had boon sold to the Russian govern 
ment and safely taken to ArcV 
angel. Naval volunteers on the Pa 
clfic coast had been organized for 
manning the Rainbow and for patrol 
work on both coaaia. 

The Imperial Aerial Service had 
sought the assistance of the naval 
department In connection with the 
recruiting in Canada of air pilots, 
md a hundred and eighty Canadians 
were now In the empire’s air aer- 
vice. Recruiting had also been under¬ 
taken on behalf of the British navy 
for an auxiliary beat service Sev 
eral hundred applications were in. end 
an imperial officer waa now on his 
way to Canada to examine the appli¬ 
cants. A mine-floating patrol had 
been maintained at several of the 
chief harbors, guns had been located 
for harbor protection, motor torpedo 
gunboats had been secured and mines 
had been laid. 

Altogether, said Mr. Hazes, there 
were on the Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts some 97 patrol boats and 
launches on dative service; supplies 
and munitions bad been forwarded to 
Orest Britain under the joint direc¬ 
tion of the admiralty and the naval 
service, and sixty ships were now 
used as transports.

Th* Use of Sulphur on Chickens 

We cannot give too emphatic a 
warning against sulphur, which Is a 
very commonly recommended remedy 
for UM control of the lice on chickens, 
because Ua use usually leads to dis¬ 
astrous results. A great many have 
used sulphur and lard, a seemingly 
harmless combination, on chickens 
lhat have been Infested from the 
lousy mother Not knowing In Just 
what proportion to make this mixture, 
the novice has added enough sulphur 
to make It yellow, feeling sure that 
It would be effective. It la the ef 
fertlvenesa of thla preparation - that 
leads to such bad results, for the 
sulphur soon begins to burn the 
tender skin of the chicken, making 
sores that seldom heal, and It is often 
the rase that from onequarter to 
one half of the young chickens thus 
treated die In from two to ten days 
after the application Is made. 

It ta much better to use the lard, 
sweet oil or blus ointment, but never 
subject young chickens to the danger 
of burns from the use of such an ar- 
fifl agent as sulphur Burns Il4 BBb 
sequent sores should be guarded 
against as much as possible for more 
harm will artnp from these than from 
the work of the lice—Connecticut 
Agricultural Bulletin.

Wire Worms 

Wire worms are hard, shiny, slen¬ 
der. light brown larvae about three- 
quarters to one Inch In length, which 
often bore Into the stems and roots of 
many field and garden crops. They 
generally .breed in sod ground. These 
worms usually feed on the roote of 
grasses and native plants, and are 
seldom noticed. When such ground 
Is cultivated and planted with vege¬ 
tables the worms do not have th* 
grass roots on which to feed, and at 
ones attack the cultivated crop. Aa 
It takes from three to five years for 
these Insects to complete their life 
cycle they are a difficult pest to con 
trol. There la no aolatlon that can 
be applied strong enough to kill the 
worms without Injuring the plants. 
Rotation of crops la recommended, 
and also the placing of a catch-crop.

The Aral regular newspaper to pub 
Iteh advertisements was (he London 
Weekly News In 1622 The word "ad¬ 
vertiser" Aral appeared In a handing 
In the London Gasetle In 1666. In 
1720 appeared the first "personal" In 
a London periodical, and from Ita 
wordng It might have been clipped 
from tbe columns of the New York 
Herald. 

Tbe first regularly printed news¬ 
paper In America was the Boston 
News Letter which made Its appear¬ 
ance in 1701 and enjoyed a circulation 
of only 300 after 40 years. 

Tbe New York Gaxette Aral pub¬ 
lished advertisements In 1726, snd In 
one year Ita total waa only four. Not 
until 1*30 did it contain one full 
column, although the first American 
dally, the Independent Gasette. con¬ 
tained In 1717 as many as 34 advar- 
tlsements 

Fifty years ago a merchant who 
purchased more than four Inches of 
newspaper apace waa deemed guilty of 
extravagance, and New Yorkers can 
recall the three-inch advertisements 
with which the late A. T. Stewart an 
nounced the opening of his mammoth 
store on lower Broadway—now Wana- 
tnakcr's New York store— Today a 
whole page would not be coustdered 
sufficient to devote to such an event. 

In 1666. the London Times In a 
single Issue rlalme credit for 22.276 
separate advertisements 

The earliest American adrertlse- 
meants dealt with real estate and run 
away slaves Hotel proprietors snd 
patent medicine vendors followed, and 
then theatrical managers and book 
publishers. 

Except slave owners, we have these 
advertisers still with us, daily purchaa 
lng more and more space. 

It Is estimated that the total volume 
of retail advertising In the United 
States reaches the stupendous figure 
of about 1400.000,000 snd almost 
doubles In volume the total annual ad¬ 
vertising of manufacturers and whole 
ealers.

Regulations) 1914 made by hie majea 
ty in council under the Defence of the 
Realm Consolidation Act. 1914, as sub¬ 
sequently amended.

1 A person coming from or In¬ 
tending to proceed to any place out 
of tbe United Kingdom as a passes 
ger shall not, without the special per¬ 
mission of a secretary of state, land, 
or embark at any port In tbe United 
Kingdom, unless be has In hie pos 
■•■■Ion a valid passport Issued to 
him not more than two years pro 
vloualy by. or on behalf of tbe gov 
ernment of the country of which he 
la a subject, or a citizen, or In the 
case of a person coming from a 
place outside the Ulnted Kingdom 
cither sue* a pasaport or some other 
document satisfactorily establishing 
hla nationality and Identity to every 
such passport

Milch Cows on a Free Ticket. 

The latest order of the coun¬ 
cil in regard to animals at large 
in the village is to the effect that 
“all animals running at large in 
the village, with ths exception 
of milch cows, will be impounded 
without futher notice”. 

This is a step futher than the 
order of last year when all cat¬ 
tle were exempted, but it does 
| not go far enough yet to afford 
1 protection to ratepayers, milch 
| cows are no more gentle, or any 
less likely, through consideration 
j of peoples' property, to do less 
I damage than the general run of 
| horses and cattle, and there 
| appears to he no valid reason why 
I they should he allowed the free 
| run of the Village with the op- 
| tion of breaking fences and de¬ 
spoiling gardens. . 

Milch cows are no doubt a ne¬ 
cessity in the village; so also are 
many other things in the village 
which are restricted by byelaw, 
and the council will be well advis¬ 
ed to save themselves a repeti- 
tion of the contentions of former 
years by placing a restriction oh 
them which will limit the choice 
of pasture to them. 

We would suggest, as a step j 
toward a solution, that owners o( I 
milch cows be requested to tie 
their animals up for the nights 
from sunset until 


However, 
such small matters possibly do 
not count with persons who have 
set their hearts upon attaining 
an end itself undesirable.

Military Writer Osya Carman Losses 
Art Not Far Short of Four 
Million 

Hlllalro Belloc, foremost military 
writer In Europe. who has access to 
the unpublished reports of the Brit 
tab and French governments, has 
coma to the conclusion that the 
total dead loss of tha German 
armies cannot, by tha end of De¬ 
cember, have been far abort of four 
million. To benave that it Is aa 
low as three million, for Instance, Id 
to believe that Germany has cau¬ 
tiously kept the lines, spared attack, 
in attack used open order aa much 
aa posalbls, cut loaaea whenever an 
action became doubtful. We know 
that aa a matter of fact the exact 
opposite baa bean the case In each 
of these points.” 

And Mr. Belloc la rtferrlng to the 
total wastage, and does not Include 
in bis list the slightly wounded, 
and certainly not the wounded who 
return to the front. 

For tha benefit of those who still 
doubt auch figures. Mr. Belloc gives 
a few simple illustrations showing 
how normal they are for the rate of 
wastage of the present war. 

(1) If the Oertnan empire was los¬ 
ing at a rate not greater than the 
average of the British forces actual¬ 
ly in the field since the first ex¬ 
peditionary force left these shores. 
Its total wastage would be some¬ 
what over four millions. 

(2) Such a loaa (4 millions) means 
that In the course of 17 months the 
Germans have loat about as many 
men aa they permanently keep In 
the field. Now we kuow that among 
the allies In tha tame period the 
wastage of each army Is very much 
the tame average total force main 
tained In the field. We find this 
to be roughly true of all the annlea 
engaged In thta war. though, of 
course, there are certain not very 
high differences. In favor of the 
Italians for instance (for the time 
they have been fighting), somewhat 
In favor of the French, rather 
against the Austriana and the Rua- 
slans Tha proportion la largely af¬ 
fected by whether the fighting haa 
been on lines or of movement and 
the proportion between the two. 

(S) Such a rata of loss <4 mil¬ 
lions) for the German army means 
a total real wastage of leas than 
6 per cent a month Of course, the 
figure 16 per cent n month given 
In parliament for the British infan 
:ry is nonsense. But there Is noth 
log unreasonable about 6 per cent, a 
month, and It la perfectly consonant 
with the experience of every belliger¬ 
ent during the great campaign 

(4) No one has resource to abnor 
mal methods of recruitment in a 
conscript country until exhaustion la 
approaching Why should he? Now 
even the Incorporation of men In 
their 20th year (la., tn the year 
when they attain their 20th birth 
day) la abnormal, tn the sense that 
It Is unknown to peace training Hut 
the men In their 20th year are what 
la called “the class 1916.’* We know 
how heavily France has suffered, 
and we know ^^at aha has trained 
her claaa Itlfl TWi know that Ger- 
any has a!ao called out and train- 
tht« name clast. But" the sig¬ 
nificant point Is that Oermany haa 
aready used a large part of It tn 
the fighting PTance*has not

A Cheaper Mo:or Fuel 


New Method by Which It le Claimed 
Coot of Fuel la Greatly Reduced 

Monopolies by holding up prices 
sometimes defeat Uieir own object 
when the coat to the cousumer 
reaches a polul where Inventiou walla 
on necessity. This appears to be the 
case in regard to gasoline owing to 
the demands of the belligerents and 
the great advance in price, attempts 
are being made In America as well as 
in Europe to find a cheaper substitute. 

An Irish motor car firm claims to 
have discovered a method by which 
the coal of fuel la reduced by eighteen 
cents a gallon. In a public demonstra¬ 
tion the car waa first run on two pints 
of gasoline for a distance of 6.86 miles, 
egdal to 27 4 miles per gallon. With 
a fixture cooatatlng of two parts of 
the new fuel and one part gaao’lne 
the car consumed two pints over a 
diniun«e of 6-7 miles, equal to 26 8 
miles per gallon, and showing a sav¬ 
ing of eighteen cauls, the new fuel 
costing twenty four cents per gallon. 
No carburetter adjustment was found 
necessary in making the experiment, 
the car running equally well on tha 
cheaper aa on the dearer fuel. It was 
found necessary, however, to supply 
the carburetter with a larger proper 
Don of heated air when using tha 
cheag^ fuel. Pure gasoline Is used 
when the engine Is cold at starting, 
an auxiliary tank In the bonnet carry¬ 
ing tha necessary supply for this pur 
pose. Once the engine Is started tha 
mixed fuel Is fed to the carburetter by 
means of a three-way tap The en 
glne. It la claimed, can be restarted 
on the cheaper mixture within an hour 
of stopping —Toronto Globe y

THE SNIPER’S BULLET IS A GRAVE 
DANGER INTHEFIGHTINGZONE 

CONCEALED MARKSMEN RARELY MISS THEIR AIM 


Some of (h* Clever Diifuisei Which ere Adopted by German 
Sniper* to Obtain Their Ends, and the Manner in Which 
The Enemy is Sometimes Outwitted 


mils tbs eb»r«e«. tha burning ot 
•hell*, and the hand to-hand com Dele 
make up to a groat extent the picture 
of war, one of the gravest dangera 
which the aotdiera face In the field U 
the bullet of the enlper. They are 
the clever mkrksmen who select some 
position where they are almost invis¬ 
ible to their opponents, and send a 
well-directed bullet at each target 
which is exposed for a fraction of a 
minute. 

Remarkable as examples of the in- 

G nulty of these snipers are. some of 
e stories of their methods of die- 

K iss which are related by the sold 
*s who return from the trenches. A 
number of such stories have been com¬ 
plied by an Kdgliah newspaper, and 
gUe an lnetght Into this method of 
warfare—an art which has been rais¬ 
ed so high that a moment s forgetful¬ 
ness, a second pause In an expoeed 
section of the line, spells death to the 
soldier. 

“A Tommy, recently returned home, 
tells an extraordinary story of the In¬ 
genuity and death of a German 
sniper." says the newspaper. “This 
particular sniper was encountered on 
Hill Seventy. When dawn broke the 
soldier was chilled to the bone and 
weskened with the loea of blood, as 
he hid'-Wren wounded the night be¬ 
fore. Unable to move, he lay flat 
on his back and tried to get some 
sleep. The rest and the warmth of 
the eun revived the soldier and he 
raised his head Another wounded 
eoldter started to walk back to the 
trenches A moment later be pitched 
forward, shot through the temple by 

. sniped . —_—r- 

“Five minutes Ister another man 
moved He started to get to his feet, 
but teemed startled by something and 
lay down again quickly. The other 
wounded man followed his example. A 
moment later he saw the grass, about 
twenty yarde away, move In a peculiar 
manner. Instead of moving sideways 
as it would from s body passing 
through It, the grate iUelf appeared 
to he coming forward. 

“For a minute the movement of the 
prase stopped and then It began 
again, this tlms coming toward the 
wounded soldier. Suspicion was fin¬ 
ally aroused to such an extent that 
the soldier took aim at the moving 
tuft of grass and fired three volleys 
in rapid succession. Crawling Over 
to the spot where the mound of 
grass and suddenly stopped twitching, 
he found a dead German sniper Reel 
soda of gras« had been bound by 
cords to e waterproof sheet, which 
bad been strapped to the sniper’s back 
making a perfect dlsgulae for him " 
Continuing Its anecdotes of the 
snipers, the newspaper quotes from a 
long lettsr written by a soldier. In 
which he explains the dangers pre¬ 
sented to the men by tbs snipers 
“Along one stretch of front," be 
eays. "we ware much puxxled by the 
angle at which the sniper's bullets 
were coming over. On the left was e 
line of leafless pollard willows, but we 
could see that there was nobody be¬ 
hind the trunks 

'Several of our officers tried to find 
e solution but all to no purpose At 
last Captain X—. who happened to 
be familiar with the ways of old wil¬ 
lows. took charge and ordered three 
men to fire a few shots at'rich wil¬ 
low. The sniping ceased. Two of 
the willows were hollow, and the Ger¬ 
man had crept Inside the trees, and 
jvere firing through cracks In the stem 
with automatic revolvers. For two 
days there was no more sniping, but 
on the third day the fire was resum¬ 
ed se briskly as before, and with Just 
as deadly an effect. Fire was opened 
again on the willows, but this time 
there was no result 
"Captain X— wee Just as susplc 
loos sa ever, end he Instructed the 
nearest battery to make abort work 
of the willows. This was done, and 
the third to go revealed the enemy's 
cunning Inslds the willow we found 
not only a German but a steel plate 
which fitted outside him and Inside 
the willow, making a proof against 
rids bullets 

"While that was a clever trick it 
was little better than the work done 
wKh the old door. At one 4 pot where 
our trenches were not more than 100 
yarde apart, an old door was lying 
The top glass panels of It were brok¬ 
en. the wood beneath It were broken, 
end over the woodwork a gaudy paper 
bad been pasted Its only use was as 
a test for our sights, which we get by 
hitting the door knob or breaking off a 
epllnter of glass. 

"One day. however, we were sur¬ 
prised to find that when a bullet 
•truck the glass It left a white streak 
and brought no tinkle Hitting the 
woodwork had the same effect; tt 
brought a white smear, but no splin¬ 
ters. We knew something was wrong 
and that night decided to Investigate 
We discovered that the old door had 
been removed and a steal shield put 
In its place It was painted to look 
like the wood, paper and broken glass 
with a hole near the knob for the 
sniper's rifle. 

"We fixed e surprise for the artist 
He evidently thought he was going to 
have things his own way. The nest 
day when he began his work we were 
reedy for him Our trick certainly 
was s match for his. We did our act 
for we sent both the artist sod his 
picture flying bsck Into the Oermsn 
.trtpche*. snd the picture wae the 
more Intact of the two. A well placed 
bomb accounted for him. 

"We caught a beast of s sniper In s 
curious manner s few months ago. 
Our regiment was stationed about 
eight hundred yards from the German 
trench and. like all others, we suffered 
much for want of water Half s mile 
In the reer ran a small stream and the 
men used to steal out at sight for 
water These men were constantly be¬ 
fog sniped 

"A number of oar men had been 
killed or wounded In this manner aad 


It was agreed that the sniping came 
from somewhere behind our lines. A 
close day’s search revealed nothing 
The C.O. wae getting eavage and bis 
attitude obviously demanded that he 
muet do something special for the 
benefit of the undiscovered enlper. 

"Early one morning the command 
came that we were to make s great 
circle and beat inward, not leaving a 
bit of ground uncovered. Nothing 
cairo .-»f H—that la to aay, nothing 
except a shapeless old French farmer 
whom we found driving bis riding 
plow for potatoes. When we quee- 
tloend him he flew Into a rage be¬ 
cause we were tramping hla beloved 
ground and demanded that we clear 
off at once as there was no ’eepion' 
around. 

"We had to do so In making his 
report to our chief the subaltern re¬ 
marked reflectively as he told of how 
the farmer gnashed hla teeth at us. 
'Jolly fine teeth, and clean, too.’ 

“ ‘What?’ snapped the Irate C.O. 
'Mr. X—, you take a couple of men 
and go to the fanner. Engage him 
In conversation while your men pin 
him from behind suddenly. I don't 
want to lose men capturing a danger- 
one sniper with clean- teeth.’ 

"This was e sharp blow at the sub¬ 
altern. but It was precisely as our 
chief suggested. The old farmer 
fought like e tiger, and the three men 
were rolling over and over on the 
ground before he could be safely tied 
He was a powerful young man. and 
a search revealed a belt of cartridges 
and two automatic pistols of German 
make. Later In the day we found a 
little dug-out in a ditch with s rifle 
hidden away In s screen of bush wood 
There la only one end for men of (his 
kind, and he got 1L. 

"Don't think that the sniping Is 
confined to one side. We have some 
men who are very clever, paillcu 
lar!y the Canadian chape. One such 
j la a full blooded Indian In the Can- 
I adlan infantry, who le a marvel with 
his rifle. He has a telescopic sight 
attached to his rifle and goes about 
as he likes. He is a most silent man, 
talking to few parsons He wan¬ 
ders about the trenches snd waits for 
a chance to pick off a German 

"One German sniper recently was 
giving a lot of trouble Officers with 
glasses tried in vain to locate him 
The Indian came along and without 
saying a word to anyone fired at a 
big tree. Down came tbe enlper. The 
Indian saw with hie naked eye whet 
the officers with their glasses failed to 
discover. He puts e little nick In 
the stock of his rifle every time he 
Is sure be has killed a German. 1 
saw him add two mors nicks to the 
thirty-eight already on his stock . 1 


Zouave as Gun Carriage 

The battle of Verdun has brought 
out the great possibilities of tbe 
French machine-gun companies. 

During the operations from Febru¬ 
ary 21-21 tbe French machine gun 
ners made hecatombs of the enemy 
Since then their activity continues 
One machine gun fired, between 
February 26 aad March 4. 76.000 car¬ 
tridges. 

One Incident among thousands may 
be mentioned In order to give an 
idea of the men's bravery During 
the fiercest period of the German 
attack a Zouave machine gunner sue 
reeded In saving his gun. which had 
been buried In the debris caused by 
the explosion of a shell, and he wae 
carrying It with the assistance of n 
comrade, when he taw the enemy 
advancing quite close to him. 

The two men. without toeing their 
presence of mind, established them¬ 
selves In a shell hole Ont of the 
two Zouavee hoisted the machine 
gun on hie shoulder and kept It at 
the proper height, so that the other 
could aim properly. The two meo 
then fired all their ammunition, and 
after having stopped the advancing 
Germane with enormous losses, they 
successfully fell back with their gun." 


Found Hie Lead Soldiers 
"A wearied and hardly tried drill 
sergeant ordered the recruits to 
'Stand easy;' It wa« the first com 
piand that they obeyed promptly and 
efficiently." write* Mr. Pett Ridge. 
In an English paper. 

" 1 want.' said the drill sergeant, 
‘to tell you chape a little story of my 
early childhood. At a time when I 
wae nothing more than s kid of about 
three years old. someone gave me a 
box of lead soldiers. I was vary 
fond of them lead soldiers—played 
with ’em for bowers, 1 did. Good sa 
gold with 'em. I wee 
" 'Now H ’appened that we made e 
move Just before one quarter day. 
and. In the 'urry my favorite toys 
got lost 1 was upset. I burst Into 
tears. And my mother patted me 
on the heed, I remember, and she 
says: "Don't take on about It, Willie 
Ydull find your lead soldiers one 
day." 

"‘And. remarked the drill ser¬ 
geant with emotion, and eyeing ihe 
recruits, ' poo me sou). If the old gel’s 
words ain't at last come true!*"

soldiers Klnr George and Queen Mary 
entered Lord Beresford hastily— 
sbseutmtndedly even—put the teapot 
under hie arm and stood at the 
salute The boiling tea trickled down 
Me leg. and the soldiers laughed 
Lord Beresford did not laugh. 


Port Trebizond 

The Anclynt Port an the Black Sea 
Captured by the Russians 

Treblxoad. Turkey's moat Important 
port on the Black Sea, which baa been 
captured by the Russians, once was 
the oaptlal of an empire, and la where 
the second stage of the famous Ana¬ 
basis of ths Ten Thousand ended in 
February 400 B.C., the etory of which 
Is related by Xenophon. The Greek 
mercenaries had started seven months 
before from Zapatas, near ths silo of 
Babylon, where their efforts had been 
flaln, and reached Treblxond after a 
journey of 700 mile* through an ene¬ 
my's country. In the dead of winter, 
snd, for the most part, over rough 
mountains. From Treblxond Xeno 
phon led the Ten Thousand westward 
along the coast to Chryeopolla, now 
Skutarl. opposite Byxantlirm, now Con¬ 
stantinople. From Treblxond the Rus¬ 
sian army, protected by the fleet on 
one st« 2 ) and the palisades on the 
other, may now take the same route. 

The word "treblxond" cornea from 
the Oreek word for table, and the an 
elent city Is set on one of rock over¬ 
looking the sea—Impregnable to an¬ 
cient and mediaeval engines of war, 
but a fine target for modern naval 
guns. From the shore, however, it 
might stilt he invulnerable. If only 
modern guns had been placed on the 
mountains which cover all the ap¬ 
proaches from the south. 

The port has several times J>een be¬ 
sieged. but never captured, for the last 
Emperor. David, surrendered to the 
Moslems without a fight, and Just as 
the besiegers were about to depart. It 
suffered the most formidable invest 
ment In the reign of Andronlcus I . the 
second Emperor, when the Seljuks. 
under Melik, son of ths great Sultan 
Ala-ed-dln. first assaulted the north¬ 
ern wall In the direction of the sea 
and later sttempVd to storm the up¬ 
per citadel by night Melik retired af 
ter losing half hla army. 

Treblsond, although for centurlus ot 
vast commercial importance to Ar¬ 
menia and Persia, as tbe starting 
point of caravans trading with these 
countries, has dodged In and out of 
history for the last 2.500 years from 
the time It was settled by e colony of 
Greek merchants until It lost most 
of its commercial Importance through 
the construction of the Tlflls railway 
from the Black Sea to the Caspian, 
whose branches soon established un 
der Greek, Latin. Persian and Mos 
lem Influences It developed a culture 
of Its own, the best accounts of which 
are preserved in the writings of tra¬ 
vellers whom chance or business 
brought that way.

The Huns have 
cast very covetous eyes on Angola, 
with He stretch of 1.000 miles on the

Alberta Horsemen 

At the recent annual meeUng of the 
Alberta Horse Breeders' association 
It was stated that a total of 4.042 
horses bed been purchased in the 
province for remount and other army 
purposes; 2.921 had been bought by 
the Canadian, too by the French, 
and 222 by the British government 

The annual report touched upon 
the very valuable work done by the 
R.N.W M.P. in the running down of 
horee thieves. 61 convictions having 
been aecured. Through these convtc 
tlona 267 head of horee* had been re 
turned to owners 

President Gep Lane pressed upon 
the association the need of the puls¬ 
ing of tome form of stallion enrol 
ment legislation, pointing out that 
now that such legislation was being 
actively enforced In Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan, the unsound and un 
desirable stallions from those prov¬ 
inces were apt to find their way In 
considerable number Into Alberts. 

Dr Rutherford spoke strongly ap¬ 
proving the need of action and also 
commending the Manitoba act Geo. 
Hoadley, M P P., stated that he had.

How Italians Won THE CAUSE OF CIVILIZATION IS 

Ihe Mountami mj gy m ALUES 


Daring Bravery of Man Who Blew up 
Crest of a Mountain 

The Tribune gives particulars ob¬ 
tained In an interview with one of the 
officers who stormed Col dt Lana af¬ 
ter tbe terrific explosion that blew 
up the entire crest of that height 
Tbe eappers worked at ths gallery for 
four whole months, during which not 
tor s single moment was the task in 
terrupted They were commanded by 
young officers, among which was s 
Roman patrician, who was the first 
to advocate tbe blowing up of the top 
of the mountain, and who convinced 
the officer In command that it was 
the only means of taking the posi¬ 
tion. 

Huge drills ware employed, espec¬ 
ially brought up for the purpose./as 
they not only had to bore the gallery 
for the mine, but to make it wide 
enough to allow plenty of room for the 
charging column which was to sjorm 
the smouldering debris. They were 
within twenty-four hours of accom¬ 
plishing their task when the listening 
posts perceived the unmistakable and 
unceasing rumble qf Austrian picks 
excavating a counter gallery. A 
young lieutenant rushed bock to 
the sappers. "Boys." be shouted, 
"they are trying to blow us up; you 
had better hurry and make them 
Jump first." 

Feverishly they got through anoth¬ 
er eighty rerda. and as they were yet 
short of the calculated distance they 
decided to double the charge. Five 
tone of explosive gelatine were 
brought up and carefully placed; the 
fuse was made reaBy. The sappers 
were Impatient. Now for an attack 
ing squad. Twenty-five volunteered,' 
and a sergeant who had been degrad 
ed for lack of discipline asked to be 
allowed to command and win back 
his rank. / 

The lieutenant pressed the button 
The soldiers shouted as their nerves 
gave way after the high tension of 
expectation passed, and s tremendous 
earthquake seemed for a moment to 
be the lord of that mountain. 

Fifteen survivors out of the twenty- 
five volunteers penetrated the pulver 
Ixed trenches and occupied the shape¬ 
less ruins of what was once an Ira 
pregnable stronghold. The Austrians, 
whose bodies were mangled under en¬ 
ormous rocks, were eurprlalngly 
numerous It was learned afterward 
that s relief garrison had arrived that 
very day. snd that tbe one In occu¬ 
pation had not left, a* they expected 
a powerful Italian attack The Ital¬ 
ians are today consolidating the im¬ 
portant position which commands 
the valley of Llvlnallongo. and may

Belgians are Full of Fight 

Brave Troops Occupy 22 Miles of the 
Flanders Front 

(By Baron do Broquevllle, Belgian 
Minister of War) 

The Germans recently alleged that 
the Belgians had been withdrawn 
from the front. The fact le that Ihe? 
occupy a front 22 miles long They 
also nay that our army is weakened 
in numbers snd morale. I reply that 
It never was more numerous or better 
equipped since tbe war began 

These are not empty word*, but 
stern reality Our morale was oever 
higher. Every visitor to Flanders 
can testify that our ting remains 
with his troops and refuses all the 
ruurteous Invitations from the allies 
to inspect other parts of the front, 
so that he ellsll not abeeut himself 
from Flanders for s single day. He 
shares ths dangers snd hopes of the 
commonest of his soldiers, and the 
queen remains st hi* side. 

Unoccupied Belgium le a heap of 
rulne. but we shall never quit this 
soil soaked with so much precious 
blood. Our confidence le unshskstbls. 
Like the king snd the whole army. 
I believe the allies will be victorious. 
I have ths deepest conviction that 
Belgium will be restored to the plenl 
tude of her political and economic In¬ 
dependence and .territorial Integrity In 
both Europe and Africa. 

We have done our duty and have 
nothing to regret, and In saying that 
I faithfully interpret the sentiments 
of the king, the army, the govern¬ 
ment and nil Belgians, whether In the 
invaded country or expatriated, Flem¬ 
ish or Walloon 

All the information we receive from 
Belgium Is comforting. The behavior 
of the population In Brussels, Ant¬ 
werp, Ghent, 'Liege end Mono Is ad¬ 
mirable German newspapers are 
compelled to admit that von Biasing 
has flailed to weaken their patriot 
Ism. and that nelther.flattery. threats, 
promises nor persecution has succeed¬ 
ed in disarming or diminishing In any 
degree the hostility of our proud peo¬ 
ple. 

Look how the most prominent lead¬ 
ers of the Flemish movement protest¬ 
ed against von Biasing's efforts to In¬ 
still the Flemish spirit In Ghent Uni 
verslty. although they themselves bad 
long worked for this reform
